ROM the continual flow of complaints in The Autocar post-bag it is only too 
evident that the allocation of new cars is a source of much unhapp'ness. and 
it must be stated frankly and with regret that considerable unfairness creeps 

in, mostly in the final stage from retailer to purchaser. As we have previously 
pointed out, however, what seems to be unfairness may often have a rough justice 
about it in that the recipient of the new car may be a more popular citizen than his 
fellow, although the aggrieved intending purchaser would no doubt argue that 
personal popularity in such a context is irrelevant. 

The difficulty is to suggest a better method than the existing one, which no one 
has yet succeeded in doing. The size of the back-log of orders prohibits any kind 
of central register, for the Ministry permit system which broke down was almost 
exactly that. Nor do we approve of the suggestion that the B.M.T.A Covenant 
should be extended. The one-year ban on sale is a necessary infringement of the 
liberty of the subject in present circumstances, but all such infringements are 
undesirable and should not be tolerated any longer than is necessary. To extend 
the Covenant would be to double its vices without doubling its virtues, for an 
extension would not eliminate such abuses as are now practised but would merely 
delay their reward. 

The increased cost of motoring as a result of the Budget may lead to some can- 
cellation of orders, but not an appreciable number. The public is detern.ined that 
the car shall remain an accepted means of transport in this country, and good luck 
to it; for in being thus determined it shows more wisdom than its rulers. 

It remains to appeal to all those concerned to allocate cars as fairly as possible. 
Qne day the shortage will disappear, and when that day comes those who have 
abused their position of privilege during the period of shortage will be remem- 


bered. 


Bold Remedy 


’ ORD NUFFIELD has, of course, pointed the real remedy for the unsatisfac- 
[‘ tory state of affairs in his recent statement at Oxford. His Lordship, 
who achieved his present position by a sagacious appreciation ot what the 
public wants and what is good for it, pleaded that the home market should be 
freed. He stressed once again the paramount importance of large home sales as a 
stabilizing influence and a means of low prices, and it is to be regretted that this 
point of view is not hammered home much more frequently by the motor industry 
in general. As soon as overseas sales become more difficult—a point which Lord 
Nuffield considered was fast approaching—the industry will realize again the 
force of the argument. 

It is too much to hope that the administration will pay heed to Lord Nuffield’s 
words when to the short-sighted all the advantages are in favour of the present 
restrictive policy.’ Freeing the home market while sheet steel is still not unlimited 
would mean a temporary drop in export sales and a spurt of inflationary pressure 
at home. Ultimately it should lead to lower prices and increased exports, and 
its incentive value might well prove galvanic throughout British industry, for 
nothing is more coveted than “‘a nice little car.”’ 

Restriction, however, shows direct immediate gains to a hard-pressed Govern- 
ment. Consequently only external circumstances are likely to force Mr. G. R. 
Strauss to relax his stringent home market allocation. But we would remind the 
Minister of Supply that the boldness of such men as Nuffield made. Britain what 
she was until 1945, and urge him to read how, after the 1914-1918 war, a Mr. 
William Morris broke the economic log-jam by a reduction in the price of his 
cars of exactly {100. . The story is recorded in the contemporary issues of this

Centric blower. 


T is now fairly certain (the Budget 

was a reminder) that the advan- 

tages of the diesel engine for cars 
do not depend on the use of a cheaper 
fuel. If the diesel came into general 
use—and there are some who think 
that this is possible—the price of fuel 
would be immediately adjusted by an 
Exchequer always in search of its 
revenue. For many years past there 
have been spasmodic appearances of 
cars powered with this type of engine, 
and they have all performed to some 
extent satisfactorily. | Nevertheless, 
there has been no serious assault on 
the position of the petrol engine in the 
sphere of cars. For heavier transport, 
the diesel has swept the board. 

Diesels so far tried in cars have 
usually suffered from familiar defects 
such as “‘ diesel knock ’’ and roughness 
of various kinds. They were not, 
for the most part, designed initially 
for car use. The engine described, 
which was recently tested by The 
Autocar, was designed by a diesel con- 


sulting engineer, Mr. A. Freeman 
Sanders, whose laboratory is near 
Penzance, Cornwall, and who has 


always believed in the inherent suit- 
ability of the diesel for car use. The 
design now under development em- 
bodies a number of unusual! features 
which the designer has evolved during 
many years of research. He hopes to 
continue the work, with the object 
of making a comparable engine to the 
petrol unit for cars. 

When the advantages of lower fuel 
cost have been written off, as they 
must be, the diesel has still many 
good points, from the mechanical and 
thermal aspects. These are the foun- 
dation of Mr. Freeman Sanders’ belief 
in the breed as a whole. The thermal 
efficiency is still far and away the 
best of any internal combustion 
engine’s, and the torque character- 
istics, giving firm pulling at low speeds, 
are suitable for cars. Theoretically, at 
any rate, the smooth, progressive, con- 
stant pressure cycle of the diesel is 
valuable for small engines with few 
cylinders. Even with fuel costs no 
less (at present, of course, they are 


some 20 per cent less) there is con- 
siderable fuel economy. The car tried 
by The Autocar, a Studebaker 
Dictator, of 1935, gives a consumption 
of 35-40 m.p.g. with the Freeman 
Sanders engine. 

This is a six-cylinder unit, super- 
charged, of 3in bore and gin stroke 
(76.2 mm x 101.6 mm), developing 55 
b.h.p. at 2,700 r.p.m. These figures 
in themselves are unusual to those who 
imagine the diesel must be always an 
engine of very long stroke relative to 
its bore. The capacity is 2,780 c.c.; 
this is almost a litre less than the 
engine of the original installation. 

A brief description of its special 
features, and an impression of its road 
qualities, will convey something of the 
impact on the driver of this engine. 
The main difficulty, that of roughness 
at low speeds, has been overcome by 
using a special combustion chamber. 
To obtain the necessary compression 
ignition, the diesel engine kas to suck 
in a full charge of air at all throttle 
openings. Injected fuel collects before 
ignition can take place, while the tem- 





The left-hand picture shows the heat-exchanger pipes and 


perature of compression is still rising, 
and the knock which is caused by the 
explosion of this unburnt fuel is more 
noticeable at low speeds. 

An additional trouble is the vibration 
resulting from the high, unbalanced 
torque reaction of the high compres- 
sion. The Freeman Sanders engine 
has a separate combustion chamber, 
connected with the main cylinder by 
a narrow passage. The conditions of 
swirl that result from the shape of the 
combustion space—much of the swirl 
is caused by the ‘‘ squish ’’ effect of the 
piston head on the air—and the in- 
jection of fuel inside the separate com- 
bustion space, result in improved 
burning at all speeds. This Freeman 
Sanders head, which is a patented de- 
sign, is the result of’ much study of 
swirl and turbulence and their effect 
on diesel engine combustion. ‘‘ Diesel,’’ 
incidentally, is perhaps a misnomer 
for the modern c.i. engine, which is 
quite unlike the original engines of 
low revolutions. A speed of 60 m.p.h., 
easily attained in the Studebaker, 
corresponds to some 2,600 r.p.m.

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SSING THE DIESEL 


The other unusual feature of this 
engine is a butterfly valve on the 
air intake, which restricts cold air 
entry when the throttle pedal is in its 
non-depressed position. It also by- 
passes hot air from an exhaust heat 
exchanger into the intake. This re- 
sults in satisfactory combustion at low 
speeds. With the memory of tests of 
commercial diesel engines in cars, the 
smoothness of this engine was impres- 
sive, without any trace of knock, and 
with a hardly noticeable tick-over 
when using the optional free-wheel on 
the road. 

The engine was small for the car, 
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Diagram of the Heat-exchanger, which 

contributes to the smooth running of 

the engine at all speeds. Air is heated 

by the exhaust manifold and fed to the 
intake at low speeds. 


for the Studebaker Dictator (this one 
had a special body) of 1935 had an 
original engine of just over 34 litres. 
The figure for lb per c.c. with the 
diesel is 1.35 as compared with the 
0.95 of the original car. The Centric 
supercharger gives a boost of 1} to 
2 lb per square inch in cruising con- 
ditions. . The installation uses the 
normal starter and battery, and there 
is no special heating equipment for 
starting. The engine, as observed, 
started without trouble, using a pre- 
selected air intake setting. Cold 
starting was not observed, and this is 
probably the only condition at which 
diesel knock is experienced with this 
engine. Nearly all diesel engine in- 
stallations for cars have suffered from 
the fact that the engine is not designed 
for the car, and a slight tendency for 
the Freeman Sanders engine to stall 
on pulling away was put down to a 
somewhat fierce clutch on the Stude- 
baker, and the fact that the car was 
under-engined by comparison with its 
standard petrol engine. The fuel 
pump on this engine is a normal 
C.A.V. unit. The question of fuel in- 
jection is one that is always cited 
against the diesel, and this precision 
item is still much more expensive than 


any carburettor. Mr. Sanders believes 
that suitable design and development 
could overcome this difficulty, and he 
is considering a rotary injector that 
will distribute fuel to the nozzles. 

Drivers of most previous diesel in- 
stallations have experienced some dis- 
comfort from the roughness of the 
engine as soon as speed was reduced 
in traffic, but this car could be handled 
throughout the speed range with com- 
plete satisfaction. It cruised comfort- 
ably at about 50 m.p.h., with a higher 
speed available if required. It pulled 
away from a steady 12 m.p.h. on top 
gear. Acceleration did not feel com- 
parable with that of the petrol engine, 
but allowance must be made here for 
the low power-weight ratio of this 
installation. Cross-country cruising 
was admirably easy and fast. Witha 
maximum torque at only 1,500 r.p.m. 
this was truly a top gear car and some 
exceptionally hilly Cornish landscape 
was covered with ease. The car sug- 
gested an ability to climb indefinitely 
on second gear (three-speed box), and 
there was no need to rush at the hills. 
Some under-gearing was apparent on 
top gear, but the box was the original 
one fitted to the Studebaker, with no 
overdrive available. 


No Complication 


Apart from the special air setting for 
starting, there were no additional con- 
trols on the car. The timing of the 
fuel pump, which must be varied over 
the speed range, is done from the 
accelerator pedal, which exhibits a 
positive step from a light to a firmer 
pressure during its travel. The tank 
capacity of the car was ten gallons, 
giving a range of 400 miles from tests 
of an unsupercharged unit. ‘This 
would, no doubt, be slightly reduced 
as a result of the moderate degrec of 
supercharge. 


Mr. Sanders calculated, as a result 
of a recent Continental tour, that the 
saving on a consumption of 140 litres 
of diesel fuel, as compared with the 
280 litres of petrol required for the 
same distance, was {6 18s, the figures 
based on French prices. These are 
quoted for their contemporary interest 
only, as the price advantages might 
not outlast a more general use of the 
diesel engine. , 

The laboratory where this engine is 
under development is small, but very 
well equipped, and a programme of 
work intended to endow the diesel 
engine with qualities even better suited 
to the car is in hand. Compactness, 
for research work, is a quality as useful 
as any, and this self-contained labora- 
tory permits considerable concentra- 
tion on the current problem. The 
importance of turbulence has been 
mentioned, and among the equipment 
is a transparent combustion head, 
wherein the flow of air may be studied 
by means of particles. 

In what is (to the diesel engineer) 
a petrol-engined wilderness, the voice 
of the advocate of such engines for 
cars may seem a lone one. The results 
of this test suggested some of the 
qualities on which the confidence of 
at least one engineer is based. The 
jack-in-the-box appearance of the gas 
turbine car has made the question of 
the power unit of the future even 
more open. Fuel injection is un- 
doubtedly one of the major obstacles 
to the diesel, and it will be interesting 
to see whether development can over- 
come it. On the simple grounds of 
efficiency the diesel will have many 
followers. 5. F. ot.

FERRARI (MARZOTTO) WINS MILLE MICLIA AFTER 
APPALLING WEATHER CAUSES MANY -ACCIDENTS 


Brescia, Monday, April 24. 

HE seventeenth Mille Miglia held 

last Sunday saw the record total 

of 383 cars in sports, touring 
standard categories pass the 
scrutineers. It was one of the most 
difficult races ever held. Torrential 
rain and hail, mist and slippery roads, 
darkness and heavy ttaffic, wore down 
the nerves and the stamina of drivers 
and there were many accidents, some 
fatal. The first car started at midnight 
on Saturday, but it was the early hours 
of Monday morning before the 
stragglers arrived back at Brescia. 
The difficulty of policing the long 
route over this period of time is 
obvious, and some reduction in entries 
seems essential if the dangers are to 
be reduced to reasonable proportions. 

The race was a great triumph for 
private owner Giannini Marzotto, second 
of a family of four racing brothers, all 
of whom drove Ferraris. Giannini has 
been successful in touring events with a 
Lancia Aprilia, but driving his new 
Ferrari Superleggera coupé, which was 
seen at the Geneva Show, with the engine 
modified to give 2,340 c.c., he pitted his 
skill against such racing stars as Ascari, 
Villoresi, Fangio, Biondetti and Serafini, 
and scored a brilliant victory at a speed 
of 76.562 m.p.h., despite the awful con- 
ditions. 

Marzotto’s car was one of several modi- 
fied to bring them into the unlimited 
category, but the drivers found them- 
selves confronted by works cars, driven 
by such formidable opponents as Ascari 
and Villoresi, with a new 3.3-litre en- 
gine. Alfa-Romeo were strongly repre- 
sented by Juan Fangio, Rol and Bonetto 
with special short-chassis coupés which

have swing axles and transverse springs 
at the rear. One of these, in the hands 
of Sanesi, had a new experimental 3-litre 
engine. Biondetti, four times winner, 
had chosen an XK1r2o0 Jaguar which was 
lightened and, incongruously but use- 
fully, fitted with radio in order to receive 
race bulletins en route. 

Other XKs were driven by Leslie John- 
son, T. H. Wisdom and Anthony Hume, 
Nick Haines and Haller, and two Swiss 
drivers, Ideb and Gaboardi. The Silver- 
stone Healey with Nash engine giving 
138 b.h.p. was in the hands of Donald 
Healey, and Silverstones with the normal 
engines were driven by P. A. Wood and 
Peter Monkhouse, Robin Richards and 
Rodney Lord. The ex-Hichens Aston 
Martin was handled by Stapleton and 
Prince Ruffo. 

The 2-litre sports class was dominated 
by Ferraris and Maseratis, while the 750 
and 1,100 c.c. sports classes produced a 
wonderful array of fast specials, in the 
designing of which Italian engineers are 
the undisputed masters. The 1,100 c.c. 
Abarths were challenged by the new 
twin-camshaft Oscas, one of which was 
driven privately by Fagioli, middle-aged 
veteran of pre-war Grand Prix racing, to 
win the 1,100 c.c. class. Strong competi- 
tion came from the group of Erminis, 
which have tubular chassis and four- 
cylinder twin-camshaft engines said to 
achieve 10,000 r.p.m., also the latest 
Stanguellinis, also with four-cylinder 
twin-overhead camshaft engines. 


Potent Small Cars 


The National Touring category con- 
stituted a private race between Fiat 500s, 
1,100s, and Lancia Aprilias, which again 
achieved astonishing averages.

gory, severely reduced by new regula- 
tions, was a fairly easy win for Schwelm, 
the Argentine driver, with a Super- 
leggera Alfa coupé. Three Jaguars had 
cabriolet tops but failed to qualify in this 
category as they were ten centimetres 
under the minimum dimension from 
pedal to rear axle. Healey saloons and 
tourers also were not eligible, being one 
inch under the ininimum body width. 

Weather forecusts before the start were 
gloomy, but drivers cheered up when 
Saturday night broke clear with a bright 
moon and stars. The touring and small 
sports cars had a clear run over the first 
section during the-small hours, byt mist 
arrived later, and as dawn broke and the 
fastest cars approached the starting line, 
a deluge descended and turned the first 
150 miles of road into a skating -rink 
which provoked a series of disastrous 
crashes. Car after car rocketed away 
from the starting line as though compet- - 
ing in a Grand Prix, and several small 
cars went off the road early on, without 
serious damage to crews; but within a 
few miles of the start Bassi, the Brescia 
champion, lost control of his Ferrari at 
a bridge and crashed. He died soon 
afterwards, but his mechanic was not 
dangerously hurt. At 15 kilometres from 
Padua, Prince Lanza, one of the organ- 
izers of the Targa Florio, skidded on an- 
other bridge, somersaulted over the em- 
bankment, and rolled over several times 
in his Cisitalia coupé; miraculously, he 
escaped with only a cut arm, and his co- 
driver with a cut head. The car was 
towed back to the road and driven back to 
Brescia. Before they got away, however, 
Wood, driving in his first Mille Miglia, 
had crashed his Healey-at the same spot ; 
he broke a leg and Monkhouse, -his 
co-driver, was thrown against a hoarding 
carrying, ironically, the words ‘‘ Good 
Luck ’’ in English. He was fatally injured. 
Richards, still under treatment after 
breaking both legs, ditched his Healey 
soon afterwards and broke one leg again, 
but Lord, his co-driver, was unhurt. 
Sanesi had crashed his 3-litre Alfa at the 
same spot minutes before. 


Battlefield 


One driver said that the countryside 
was ‘‘littered with Ferraris.’’ Umberto 
Marzotto shattered his 2-litre against a 
tree, without serious damage to crew, 
and his brother Paolo ran off the road. 
Alfa-Romeo had suffered a severe set- 
back when Sanesi crashed. He damaged 
an arm and mechanic Bianchi broke 
a collar-bone. The French D.B., 
driven by René Simone and De Marco, 
hit some level crossing gates, and Pizzo 
Ronconi (Fiat) hit a tree near by. 

Amid this chaos of crashing cars G. 
Marzotto took the lead, driving his blue 
coupé comfortably in a faultless lounge 
suit. At Ravenna control, 118 miles 
from the start, he had 2.5 min lead on 
Villoresi with the new 3.3-litre Ferrari, 
and had averaged 88 m.p.h.—a wonder- 
ful achievement. Next came Serafini 
with the open 2,340 c.c. Ferrari, and 
Bonetto with the 4-litre Viz Alfa, an ex- 
Grand Prix car built to the 750 kilo- 
gramme formula, but with blowers re- 
moved and-two-seater body fitted. Bion- 
detti (Jaguar) was seventh on time 
elapsed and Haller, also with a Jaguar, 
was holding tenth place.

of small touring cars led by the Stan- 
dard Fiat 500 coupé of Piodi and Citterio, 
which averaged an astonishing 62 m.p.h. 
to Ravenna. A Fiat 1,100, driven by 
Marin and Golfetto, was maintaining 66. 

News of further crashes continued to 
arrive and Squarcina reported a ‘rac- 
tured shoulder after an incident in a Fiat 
1,100. Fortunately the weather was 
clear over the Adriatic and the sea 
sparkled in bright sunshine as the cars 
hurtled down the fast coast road. Aver- 
ages went up rapidly and Villoresi was 
able to use his extra power to take the 
lead. By Pescara he had averaged 92 
m.p.h. for 375 miles. But Marzotto, un- 
perturbed, was still in second place in 
the general classification. 

Bernabei was out of the race with the 
2-litre Ferrari, but Serafini, with the 
2,340 C.c. car, was successfully holding

off Ascari, with the 3.3 engine, who was 
throwing treads off tyres at speed.

As usual, tremendous speeds by 750 
and 1,100 c.c. sports cars challenged the 
slower cars in the larger categories; Bor- 
dini and Da Grada, in the 750 c.c.

cars. Ascari and Villoresi both dis- 
covered that the new Ferrari engines 
were too powerful for their chassis and 
retired with broken transmissions. Leslie 
Johnson’s screenwiper had failed and he 
drove two-thirds of the race propped up 
to see over the screen whenever rain fell, 
which was frequently. The brakes failed 
on Rol’s Alfa-Romeo coupé at a down- 
hill corner and the car ran up a grass 
bank a; high as a house, without injury 
to the driver. 

Weather was clear at Rome but the 
light was fading for the faster cars, and 
by Leghorn they were using lights. At 
the Rome control Marzotto was a minute 
in hand over Serafini, and Fangio was 
driving grimly to hold third place. Ten 
minutes behind, Cortese had got the 
Frazer-Nash two minutes ahead of the 
leading Jaguar driven by Johnson. The 
Haines-Haller Jaguar was in ninth place 
and another XK Jaguar, driven by 
Gaboardi, was running twelfth in the 
general classification. Donald and Geof- 
frey Healey lost time when they were 
forced off the road by a truck, but the 
car was lifted back to the road by a 
helpful group of priests and continued. 
Unfortunately the control for the over- 
drive had been smashed and the drivers 
were obliged to continue running the 
Nash engine continuously at 5,000 r.p.m, 
They were now very late and, to add to 
their troubles, missed the route at Pisa, 
but returned and eventually finished.

FIFTY YEARS 


AN event which represents a landmark 
in the history of the early days of 
motoring was celebrated on Tuesday by 
a luncheon given at the Royal Auto- 
mobile Club to survivors of the 1,000 
Miles Trial of 1900 on the fiftieth anni- 
versary of that event. 

Seventeen of those who took part in 
the event were present to exchange 
reminiscences under the chairmanship of 
Mr. Wilfrid Andrews, chairman of the 
R.A.C, 

In a powerful speech Mr. Andrews con- 
fessed that he used the opportunity to 
speak on behalf of the national body at 
this moment in criticism of the fresh 
evidence of Government restriction on 
road transport through the recent tax 
increases. He congratulated the pioneers 
represented by those present, and 
pointed to their intrepid spirit and en- 
thusiasm in days when every run was an 
.tventure and every driver of a car was 
the target of the police. Those who took 


Sanctis hit a bridge and spun in front 
of other competitors, and several drivers 
were injured in this multiple crash.

He missed the 
corner at Modena and took the escape 
road, but Haines, who was following, 
hesitated and was lost; he crashed into a 
wall. Wisdom was finally put out by 
a transmission failure only about 30 miles 
from the finish. 

At 6.28 p.m. Leonardi and Prosperi 
(Fiat 500) crossed the finishing line in 
Brescia. This was the first time that a 
baby car had got right round the course 
without being overtaken by one of the 
fastest cars and the fact reflects the 
great length of the entty, with the most 
powerful cars starting over seven. hours 
after the leaders. Marzotto was not in 
until nine o’clock, but large crowds were 
still braving the downpour in Brescia 
at midnight on Sunday.

Meticulously, and with 
everything at max. strain, the XK 
took the corner—a lovely sight—and I 


followed it back to the control tower

Changee for Changee 


ie the bright sunshine the other 
morning, an energetic Scribe could 

be seen making an all-round wheel 
change,’ including the spare. This is 
a job which I enjoy, because it forces 
me to be methodical, something of 
which I am rarely capable. It is, in 
fact, quite an exercise in method. 
First you must extract the spare 
wheel, examine its tread, and decide 
on which hub it should go after exam- 
ining the other treads on the car. Next 
you must remove hub caps. Third,

slacken off all nuts with the brace ; 
then up she goes (presuming four- 
wheel jacking to be fitted). From now 
on the job is capable of a little varia- 
tion, but it is also capable of much 
confusion if you forget which is the 
spare wheel; I usually’ put that on 
first. What you must not forget is to 
de-flint the tyres as they are freed 
from the car. 

All set, and the nuts can be screwed 
up fairly tight by putting the knee 
or foot-against the wheel being tight- 
ened. Now comes a moot point. 
Should the car be lowered so that all 
the weight is on the tyres before final 
tightening? Somehow that offends 
my sense of fitness, because it must 
put such a strain on the threads. As 
a result your Scribe goes all dainty, 
and lowers the car until the treads are 
just contacting the ground. He then 
tightens, lowers finally, and does a last 
all-round check before replacing hub 
caps. Also, he must confess that he 
bends down and peers under the car 
9 make sure that the stalks have gone 
safely back. 

Incidentally, applying further logic, 
de-flinting is always worth while, quite 


apart from its tyre-saving virtues. If 
sharp flints are left in while the tread 
wears down, it stands to reason that 
ultimately the majority must cause 
slow punctures.

These 
will have to be placed not less than 
2ft zin from the ground (except lamps 
used only in fog or falling snow) and 
not more than 3ft 6in. 


New Nash Rambler 


NEW five-passenger convertible, 
priced below the lowest models pre- 
viously on the market, has been produced 
by the Nash company as an addition to 
their Ambassador and Statesman range. 
The car is named after the first Ramblers 
made by Nash in 1902. 
Of integral construction, the con- 
vertible has steel side rails at the top 
of the side window frames, which also 


carry the connections for the electrically 
operated head. Front and rear wheels 
are enclosed within the wings and, while 
a chrome rubbing strip runs the length 
of the car along the lower edges of the 
wings, in the modern fashion, chromium 
plating is more restrained than on con- 
temporary U.S. models. 

Air heater and radio are fitted as stan- 
dard, and a petrol consumption figure of 
up to 30 m.p.g. is claimed.

Triumphant Ending 
INAL attendance figures for the 
British show of cars in New York’s 
Grand-Central Palace show that all ex- 
pectations have been exceeded. No fewer 
than 109,712 people had visited the ex- 
hibition when the doors closed last Sun- 
day night. Various unofficial figures 
have been quoted for orders booked, but 
as most were based on requests that were 
referred, as a matter of course, to the 
local dealers, accurate computation is not 
possible. It can be stated with confi- 
dence, however, that manufacturers are 
well pleased with the results of the show. 
Mr. J. F. Bramley, Austin’s ‘export 
director, expressed surprise at the 
interest shown, which he said was excep- 
tional. Orders had accrued which would 
take a substantial increase in shipments 
to meet. 

Many Americans. discovered that 
saving could be effected by ordering a 
car at the show or in America for de- 
livery in England or on the Continent 
upon their arrival for a summer holiday. 
As a result many orders of this type have 
been received. The economy in perform- 
ance of British cars is also newly appre- 
ciated, for the m.p.g. figures of a British 
car can be as much as double those of 


an American model. Perhaps the most 
striking order went to a commercial firm 
of West Drayton, Middlesex — for 
28 double-decker buses for Montreal, 
Canada. 

American newspapers continued to 
support the British effort and to com- 
mend the broad outlook of American in- 
dustrialists from Detroit who praised it. 
Leading articles pointed out that if 
America bought sufficient British goods 
the necessity of Marshall Aid would dis- 
appear. 

During the Show Sir William Welsh, 
S.M.M.T. representative in New York, 
announced that there were now 500 ser- 
vice stations in America servicing British 
cars, and emphasized that this was re- 
garded as a step in the right direction of 
a nation-wide network. It was also an- 
nounced that in the last three months of 
1949 U.S. sales had increased over the 
previous three months by 500 per cent. 

The only jarring note at the Show was 
provided by the Budget news from 
Britain, which excited the comment 
“‘appalling’’ as an immediate reaction 
from British officials present. 


Caravans on View 
ESPITE the strenuous day which 
Councillor B. S. Cooper, Mayor of 

Stratford-on-Avon, must have had on 
Thursday of last week by reason of the 
Royal visit to Shakespeare’s town, he 
found time on Friday, April 21, to open 
a trailer caravan exhibition at Wootton 
Hall, Wootton Wawen, near Stratford, 
organized by Trailer Publications, Ltd. 
On the opening day not all the caravans 
expected, about sixty, had arrived, but 
there were sufficient of all types 
and sizes to make a very interesting 
display. They are in a _ tree-studded 
meadow which forms an ideal site; 
Wootton Wawen is about sixteen miles 
from Birmingham and is a natural centre 
for about twenty Midland towns, being 
only a few miles from Stratford, 
Warwick, Leamington, Coventry, 
Alcester, and Worcester—a point which 
was made by Councillor Cooper in his 
welcoming remarks to the visitors. The 
exhibition closes on April 30.

BUDGET PROPOSALS ROUNDLY 


HE fiscal manoeuvres of the Chan- 
cellor—for that is what the taxation 
proposals amount to, the saving on 

income tax being merely charged to 
motor transport—have been roundly con- 
demned in all but diehard Left-wing 
quarters, although even The New States- 
man and Nation comments with some 
misgiving. Wherever efficient transport 
is given its full acknowledgment in the 
economic ‘sphere, criticism has _ been 
robust. The S.M.M.T. rapped out the

The organization makes the 
rather helpless suggestion that to coun- 
terbalance the tax all other taxation on 
vehicles should be removed. The tax on 
commercial vehicles they regard as a 
retrograde step designed to assist the 
railways, and emphasize that the new 
taxes must result in an increase of the 


price of British goods. 


Organized Petitions 


Garages, dealers and service agents all 
over the country are organizing petitions 
of protest against the punitive taxation, 
and its motive of assisting the national- 
ized railways, previously suspected, is 
now accepted in all quarters. Indeed, 
the statements of Sir Cyril Hurcomb, re- 
called in the leading article in The 
Autocar of April 7, made the acceptance 
inevitable. Sir Cyril is no doubt disap- 
pointed that the Chancellor did not find 
some way of exempting B.T.C. road 
vehicles from the general impost. 

In the House of Commons, criticisms 
were many and pungent. They were not 
confined to one side of the House of 
Commons. There is a very general fear 
that the inevitable rise in the cost of 
living which must follow this ill- 
considered step will render impossible the 
maintenance of the Government's ‘‘ wage 
freeze’’ policy and thus upset the 
‘““planned’’ economic programme to 


which the present rulers pin their faith. 
It is an open secret that this tax, com- 
bined with the 334 per cent tax on com- 
mercial vehicles, is designed to bolster up 
the decaying nationalized railways. In- 
deed, Sir Stafford Cripps’ latest produc-

Continuing the debate on the Chancel- 
lor's proposals last week, Mr. R. A 
Butler, from the Conservative Front 
Bench, described the Budget as “‘a thing 
of shreds and patches,’’ and went on to 
denounce the Chancellor’s ‘‘onslaught on 
the road user.”’ In imposing this ration 
ing by price, he said, the Chancellor had 
departed from one. of the major beliefs 
of the Labour movement. It was not a 
case of fair shares for all, but of those 
with sufficient money to afford the petrol 
being able to buy it. He was not sure if 
the Chancellor’s analogy of prices here 
and on the Continent was quite correct. 
Was it proposed in the concession of 
giving an extra ration to keep the regis- 
tration fee at half for the basic ration ? 

Sir Stafford Cripps: Yes. 

Mr. Butler asked if the tax on com 
mercial vehicles was a further attempt to 
‘feather-bed ’’ the railways 

Mr. Benson, a Labour Member, let the 
cat out of the bag when he said: ‘‘ We 
cannot afford to allow an additional in- 
vestment of £35,000,000 a year in road 
transport vehicles. This is a matter of 
duplication, for the railways are avail- 
able and we cannot afford to duplicate in 
present circumstances.”’ 

Mr. Kaberry (Conservative) said that 
he had just. received a telegram on behalf 
of the 600 medical practitioners of Leeds 
complaining that the petrol tax would 
cause difficulties and would easily offset 
any advantages which might have been 
received by way of reduced income tax 
That, he added, applied not only to the 
medical profession but also to every sec- 
tion of the community which was depen- 
dent for transport on private cars. 

Mr. Spencer Summers (Aylesbury) 
warned the Chancellor that the wage 
freeze was thawing, and that the in- 
creased cost of road transport would send 
up the cost of living. The Chancellor 
talked about democratic planning but he 
spoke with the voice of a dictator. 

Mr. Douglas Jay, the Financial Secre- 
tary to the Treasury, defending the Gov- 
ernment’s purpose, said the petrol tax 
and the purchase tax on commercial 
lorries had been described as an on 
slaught on the road user. It had been 
suggested that their object was to bolster 
up the finances of the British Transport 
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Commission. If that was the Govern- 
ment’s purpose, it was a very odd way 
of doing it, because, of course, the Trans- 
eS Commission would be one of the 

ggest payers of the new taxes. The 
Government’s real purpose in the petrol 
tax was to assist.economy in a dollar 
commodity, and, as regards the purchase 
tax on lorries, to restrain excessive in- 
vestment in one part of the economy, 
and to encourage exports. 

Mr. Clement Davies, the Liberal leader, 
said he did not like the tax on petrol. 
Their one anxiety at the moment should 
be to produce cheaply in order to com- 
pete in world markets, yet anything 
which increased the cost of transport was 
bound at once to have its effect on the 
costs of production. 

Lt.-Cmdr. Gurney Braithwaite (Con- 
servative) said that the increased petrol 
duty, coupled with the purchase tax on 
commercial vehicles, seemed to be part of 
a despairing attempt to drive goods and 
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continued 





the sacred cow of the British Transport 
Commission. Most of our financial ills 
were attributable to the Socialist men- 
tality. Socialists loved to push people 
around and order their lives. 

Mr. Robens, Parliamentary Secretary 
to the Ministry of Fuel and Power, 
denied that the petrol tax increase would 
fall hardly on the private motorist and 
make his motoring difficult and expen- 
sive. He introduced some very curious 
economics to bolster the argument. For 
a man with a 12 h.p. car, he said, the 
main items of cost for 1,000 miles of 
motoring amounted to about {90 a year, 
which included 44 gallons of petrol at 
2s 3d a gallon, say £5. That represented 
approximately 1s 9$d a mile, of which 
the petrol content was 1s 2d. Ifthe petrol 
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ration, the total cost was raised by {13 
to £103—-but it reduced the cost per mile 
to the private motorist without supple- 
mentary petrol to 1s ojd per mile. 

“‘So he is better off? ’’ asked Mr. 
Oliver Stanley, amid laughter. 

Mr. Robens: ‘‘ Yes, his motoring is 
cheaper ’’ (more laughter). 

The Budget proposals were imme- 
diately followed by an Order from the 
Ministry of Fuel and Power adjusting 
petrol prices, and later it was announced 
that foreign visitors would receive a 
larger allowance of petrol. From Canada 
and America three monthly allowances 
of 3,000 miles, 2,000 and 1,000 brought 
the total up to 6,o00 miles for a three-

Austin) and D. Barlow (Ford Anglia). 
Bank Top took a heavier toll, twelve in 
all, or 20 per cent of the entry, failing 
with wheelspin or lack of pep. _Particu- 
larly neat was D. F. Mallalieu, on what 
was originally an M.G. Magnette, but now 
has its frame upside down and a home- 
made i.f.s. system; he carefully refrained 
from giving it too much gun on the loose, 
soft starting line. Bank Top is a new 
find, and was voted unclimbable if wet. 

Hillsbury was dry and stopped only 
Barlow’s Ford Anglia. Moore Lane, too, 
accounted only for D. S. Rayner (3,622 
Ford) with four up, L. Gregory (1,604 
Wolseley), and the unlucky Barlow, who 
later retired. A brief lunch stop, and then

EMPHASIS ON 


HE second annual Dutch Automobile 
Show—the R.A.I.— at present open 
in Amsterdam is truly international in 
character. The cars of seven nations are 
represented among the sixty different 
makes on show; of these Britain has the 
largest share with twenty makes, and 
the remainder are distributed in the fol- 
lowing proportions: U.S.A., seventeen ; 
France, ten; Germany, nine; and Czecho- 
slovakia, Italy and Holland with three 
each. The last-named are actually cars 
assembled, or made under licence, in Hol- 
land. 

The Show was opened on April 20 by 
Professor J. Brouwers, of the Dutch 
Ministry for Economic Affairs, and large 
crowds have flocked to see it on that and 
each following day. As far as the car

Special) led the successful 58 who man- 
aged to surmount what looked like the 
Mappin Terraces at Regent’s Park Zoo;

Another test, coasting down a steep and 
winding bit of hill and stopping astride 
a line, was held on the way over to Cow 
Low.

N. B. .Kemble (1,172 Ford) getting a 
‘‘big hand’’ for clever driving; B. K.

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FORD TRIUMPH IN THE TULIP RALLY 


TWO CLASSES AND LADIES’ CUP FOR ONE MAKE 


HIS was certainly no “tiptoe 
- through the tulips.’’ Compared 
with last year, the course and the 
average speeds were much higher, and as 
competitors struggled to keep time on 
their 2,000-mile dash across Europe, the 
weather grew steadily worse. Snow, hail 
and rain all came, at different times, to 
make their task more difficult, and many 
cars fell out or lost much time thereby. 
Once more, the event resulted in a 
triumph for Ken Wharton, driving this 


year a Ford Pilot, with J. J. Langelaan 
and J. Dorsett as his crew. Fords, in 
fact, had a field-day, for K. Barendregt 


took second place with a Continental- 
model Ford; Mrs. Joy Cooke won the 
Ladies’ Cup, driving her Ford Pilot, and 
a Ford Anglia (the Prefect-engined ex- 
port model), in the hands of Jack and 
Peter Reece, carried off the honours in 
Class 2. All the British contingent en- 
joyed the rally, and on the Friday and 
Saturday they had a chance to see the 
bulb fields and the Noordwijk “‘ bloemen- 
corso,’’ or procession of flowers, before 
the official prizegiving and dance. 

Of the 303 original entrants, there were 
278 actual starters on the Sunday morn- 
ing, April 16; these were spread over ten 
starting points as far apart as Rome and 
Glasgow. Only 189 arrived at Noordwijk 
before the control finally closed at 8 p.m. 
on the Wednesday evening, and but 63 
of these had clean sheets and were thus 
in the running for the principal awards. 

Before the competitors reached Chalon- 
sur-Sa6éne, the point at which all their 
routes converged, 28 of them had fallen 
by the wayside; Epps’ H.R.G. was 
tucked into the wall of a house near 
Lyons, P. M. Schoen’s Packard had run 
all its big-ends between Digne and Monte 
Carlo, and many similar catastrophies 
were reported. Then, between Belfort and 
Gerardmer, came the timed section pic- 


turesquely designated the ‘‘ Route of the 
Fifteen Mountains’’; many of these 
peaks had four or more feet of snow on 
their summits, and though the ploughs 
had kept the way clear, there was fre- 
quently only a bare car’s width of track 
between the walls of snow. Seventeen 
more cars, therefore, failed to check in at 
Luxembourg, among them R. K. N. 
Clarkson’s J2 Allard, which had punc- 
tured its sump on a rock, and Bossetti’s 
Alfa-Romeo, which had suffered consider- 
ably from spinning round and hitting a 
barrier. 

As though this were not enough, the 
weather got worse and worse, and now 
drivers were faced with the section 
known as the ‘‘ Route of a Thousand 
Corners,’’ which by many was averred to 
be an understatement. Crews were tiring, 
as the third day of the rally progressed, 
and the number of retirements mounted 
steadily. Many cars were unable to main- 
tain schedule, and were late at Liége in 
consequence. 

From Liége they pressed on, over the 
border into Holland, to Hengelo and then 
right up to Groningen, to Leeuwarden 
and along the fantastic dyke across the 
mouth of the Zuider Zee. But not all of 
them; near Hengelo the Austin A.go 
driven by H. Crossley, which bore the 
proud number ‘‘1,’’ had hit a tree head- 
on, injuring the driver. Some time previ- 
ously, Charles Meisl, trying desperately 
to maintain schedule by clinging to the 
tail of Jack Reece’s Ford Anglia—his 
own Pilot having lost the use of its head 
lamps—had misjudged a corner; the 
Pilot left the road tail first and rolled 
over twice down a steep bank, finishing 


up some 20ft below road level. Miracu- 
lously, none of the crew was seriously 
hurt. Near Lochem, too, K. ten Brug- 


gencate’s TA M.G. stripped a tooth from 
the bevel pinion, but in two hours it was

Two Javelins 
were among the sufferers; that driven by 
the Russell brothers ran into the back of 
a non-competing car, forced to stop sud- 
denly before reaching Alkmaar, while 
Frank Grounds’ car blew a gasket a mile 
or two farther on and, after frantic but 
unavailing attempts at repair, limped 
into Noordwijk considerably late. The 
car ferry at Velsen, near Ijmuiden— 
although run with great dispatch, 
priority being given to competitors—also 
caused heart failure among navigators 
working with only minutes or seconds in 
hand, 

So they finished, the last few miles 
being run through the fringe of the bulb 
country—although the full splendour of 
the fields had not yet come to fruition. 
After they had checked in at the official 
control, the hotel Huis ter Duin, the 
tired passengers and the luggage were 
whisked off to one of the many hotels, 
while the drivers took the cars through 
the efficient and rapid technical inspec- 
tion, where the cars were checked for 
any defects which might have—and fre- 
quently had—arisen.

strong, and essentially attractive, character among 

British cars of medium size and popular price has been 
produced in the Morris Six. It will be remembered that 
this design was first announced shortly before the London 
Show of 1948, but only comparatively recently has it begun 
to be seen on British roads. It is unusual at root in having 
an overhead camshaft engine, a six-cylinder of rather less 
than 2} litres. This is a design usually reserved for expen- 
sive cars or those intended to have an exceptional perform- 
ance. Also it is geared exceptionally high on top and third 
in particular for a car of the class in which it fall§. This 
is a most appealing feature to those who appreciate the 
value of high speeds at comparatively low engine revs and 
who do not shun the gear lever. One cannot have it both 
ways with an engine of moderate size. 

In suspension it follows the design of the majority of 
the Nuffield products in having torsion bars at the front, 
with independent action, and it is of integral construction, 
there being no separate chassis frame as such. Those are 
the basic ingredients of a make-up which, with good results, 
breaks away from the ordinary for a car that represents 
decidedly good value. 

On the road it turns out to be extremely good from the 
point of view of effortless Jong-distance travel and to 
have a comfortable cruising speed of an actual 65 m.p.h. 
That would not surprise any student of design noticing 
that it runs on a 4.1 to 1 top gear, a much higher ratio 
than is customarily employed in a family type of car of 
this engine size. With it in the four-speed box goes a 
third gear of less than 6 to 1, on which the rather remark- 
able genuine maximum of 67 m.p.h. is available and on 
which a full 60 m.p.h. is readily attained. 

At the opposite end of the speed scale the six-cylinder 
engine can pull smoothly and regularly on top gear down 
to as little as 7 m.p.h. and it will accelerate from low 
speeds on top gear without trace of unpleasant charac- 
teristics, although also without snapping to it. In short, 
it has the makings of what is sometimes termed a “‘ gear 
box ’’ car—one that can be handled to considerable advan- 
tage by a driver who is not afraid of using well-chosen 
indirect ratios. There are occasions on an average journey 
where for a brisk getaway after a check, or on a gradient 
for the sake of a fast climb, second gear is desirable rather 
than third, or third rather than top, when it responds well. 
This engine will go on revving, especially on third gear, 
without any suggestion that it is being maltreated, and 
there need be no reluctance to use second freely on occa-

sion in view of the fact that this gear gives the again 
striking maximum of 44 m.p.h., and over 30 readily. 

On the other hand the Morris Six can be driven even 
in town use a great deal on top gear, provided that the 
driver is content with a mild getaway. It then gives 
little clue to its exceptional open road qualities of holding 
a higher easy cruising speed, in the sixties, tian is used 
by the great majority of drivers, at all events in England, 
and of making very good averages without being at all 
fussy or stressed. In this sense, and in view of a maxi- 
mum speed that can exceed the genuine 80 m.p.h. mark 
under slightly favourable conditions without any sugges- 
tion of forcing the car, it is easily the highest performance 
car ever to bear the Morris name. 

Under such conditions a speedometer reading of 89 was 
seen on one occasion, representing 80-81 m.p.h. true speed, 
and it is reasonable to suppose that the go reading, on an 
optimistic speedometer at the upper end, could be topped 
on a really helpful road. But an ‘‘average,” quiet driver 
might well own this car without realizing its full possi- 
bilities, for its performance is not in the least aggressive 
and it is also highly suitable to peaceful motoring. It is 
quiet mechanically, but the noise level from “‘ integral 
construction rumble,’’ a recognized tendency, is fairly high 
over some types of road surface. 

Development work which has proceeded since this type

of engine was first introduced has resulted in silencing of 
the gears driving the overhead camshaft via a vertical 
shaft at the front of the unit, and no longer is there a whine 
from them when the engine is started from cold, or at any 
other time. A positive advantage can be seen in this type 
of engine even for a family type of car when its non- 
fussing assets are taken into account. Nor did it display 
current vices at all markedly resulting from low-octane 
petrol; on Pool petrol there is some pinking when 
accelerating fairly hard on top gear, but this is not 
pronounced. Running-on did not occur at any time during 
the test, in spite of hard driving, though it is interesting 
to note that there is a pull-out control in the driving com- 
partment which provides a positive means of shutting the 
carburettor butterfly throttle should this tendency be 
manifested. This is the first instance which has come to 
notice of such a provision being made as standard to deal 
wit a phenomenon of increasing frequency with modern 
high compression ratios and poor quality fuel. 

General control is good. The suspension is firm in 
character and corners can be taken quite fast without 
marked roll. There is, indeed, a certain amount of fairly 
sharp up-and-down motion at times, of a nature not found 
with softer suspensions which are less satisfactory in lateral 
stability to those who like to maintain their average speeds 
by keeping up a good pace round bends. Comfort of riding 
is good, ard in the back seat is little, if at all, inferior to 
that in front. 

The steering is lower ‘geared than is really liked and at 
four turns of the wheel from lock to lock it involves a 
good deal of wheel twiddling in urban driving, especially 
as very little automatic castor action is provided. . The

steering lock is noticed at times to be rather restricted. 
At speed on straight and slightly winding roads this steering 
is seen in a better light, and there is a good sense of balance 
on bends. 

Lockheed hydraulically operated brakes of two-leading- 
shoe type in front behave very satisfactorily. As one 
instance of emergency on a bend specially demonstrated 
during the test, given a firm pedal application they bring 
the car down surely and squarely from speed and promote 
confidence. 

Rather particular reference has been made to use of the 

gears in obtaining maximum performance from this car 
of somewhat surprising potentialities. The steering-column 
lever is well placed for a driver of average height and 
leg length, but it must be said that the lever tends to get 
in the way of the left knee of a taller and long-legged 
driver, owing to its comparatively low mounting on the 
column. Travel from gear to gear is fairly considerable. 
The synchromesh on top, third and second is effective for 
all ordinary purposes of gear changing, that is, at a medium 
speed of movement of the lever. Reverse can be a little 
difficult to find at first acquaintance. It is guarded by a 
stop released by pulling out the knob on the end of the 
lever. ‘ 
An average height driver finds ample leg room and space 
for the left foot off the clutch pedal, and a thin-rimmed 
spring-spoked wheel placed well down in a position for 
power over it, which is a psychological point in promoting 
confidence, and probably one of genuine value. A natural 
leg position and good support to the back are given by 
the one-piece front seat. The hand-brake lever, of pull- 
and-push type, is convenient under the facia. 

Clear to read and “‘honest’’ in form, the instruments 
include an ammeter, and a high, steady oil pressure is 
observed, in conjunction with an almost negligible oil con- 
sumption in some 600 miles of mostly hard driving. The 






instrument lighting is not so bright at night as to cause 
glare, but it is effective. An excellent view is given by 
the driving mirror. A rear window blind is fitted, and is 
now unusual in the popular types of car. It is easy to 
use and is operated, incidentally, by a twin nylon cord 
concealed by he roof lining. A sliding roof is not fitted. 
For additional control over ventilation a section of the 
forward door windows is in hinged-panel form. The main 
windscreen pillars are thick enough to produce some 
obstruction of vision at times, although outward visibility 
as a whole is good and the bonnet is not obtrusive. It does 
not feel at all a bulky car in overall size, though it is of 
quite impressive proportions. 

Leather upholstery is used for the front seat and Vynide 
at the rear, where there is a central folding arm rest as 
well as elbow rests. In one side of the facia is a useful 
cubby hole with a lid held by a spring catch, whilst below 
is a very useful full-width shelf. The horn note is satis- 
factorily penetrating and the head-lamp beam is quite 
good up to, say, 70 m.p.h. Some of the minor controls 
are rather tucked away under the facia, a point of no real 
consequence. Presumably with various countries’ language 
differences in mind, the minor control knobs are not 
labelled. 

Starting from cold was immediate on all occasions. The 
mixture-enriching control for the S.U. carburettor can be 
locked in a sequence of positions and from cold it proved 
necessary to keep this control in use longer than is usual 
nowadays before the engine would run entirely free from 
hesitation, assuming that the driver moved off at once. 

An effective heater, as fitted to the car tested, is avail- 
able as an extra. It was found to benefit the back seat 
passengers as well as the front seat occupants.

TULIP TESTS: THE RALLY STORY CONTINUED 


We testing day dawned brilliantly 
sunny, although there was still a cool 
breeze, and the scene shifted to the cir- 
cuit at Zandvoort, on which the eliminat- 
ing test was due to take place. The 
nature of this test was kept secret until 
the morning of the day itself; every car 
which had completed the course took 
part in it, but it was only used to decide 
the relative placings of cars with the 
same number of penalty marks lost 
during the road section and the technical 
inspection. In other words, all the 63 
competitors with clean sheets came before 
those with a couple of marks; however 
bad their test times. 

The test took place in front of the 
grandstand—now completed, and capable 
of holding 2,500 spectators, who had 
turned out in force and paid half a crown 
each to watch the spectacle—and con- 
sisted of starting from a given line on 
the fall of the flag, rounding two pylons 
in a sharp S-bend, accelerating uphill 
until the front wheels were over a line, 
reversing, returning downhill over a 
second line, stopping and reversing back 
over this line, and then accelerating back 
round the pylons to a flying finish over 
the starting line. The relative positions 
of the lines had been carefully worked 





out, and the test was remarkably fair to 
many different types of car. 

As the early numbers in the rally were 
borne by the Glasgow and London 
starters, the British contingent as a 
whole had first go. Thirty seconds were 
added to the time taken (and recorded 
to whs sec by a Philips light-ray timing 
apparatus) for each error, such as knock-

ing down a pylon, failing to cross 4 line, 
and soon. Among the early sufferers in 
this respect were two very fancied candi- 
dates for first place, the XKr2o Jaguar 
of Ian Appleyard, and E. Ainsworth’s 
Silverstone Healey; the former put up a 
tremendously fast time (42.94 sec) but 
just failed to cross the second line before 
reversing—a tiny slip which cost him the 
rally—while the latter missed out one 
pylon altogether. For a long time the 
best performance among those with clean 
sheets was that of R. W. Horton, com- 
peting in his first big rally, who swung 


his Citroen through the necessary evolu- 
tions very competently to take 48.585 
sec, just beating L. Odell’s Triumph 
roadster, which scored 49.2. 

So the day progressed ; many good per- 
formances were put up by comparative 
novices at the game—and many slips 
made by those who should have known 
better. Comic relief was provided by a 
Dutch-owned baby Renault, which came 
nearer to overturning on its return run 
than any self-respecting car has a right 
to do without actually doing so, and a 
home-enclosed Jeep, the Dutch driver of 
which knew exactly how far he dare go 
with his mount and neatly lifted the 
inside wheels six inches or so on every 
corner. A staggering performance was 
that of J. Kreisel, another Dutch en- 
trant of a rear-engined baby Renault, 
who had started from Brussels; for a 
short time he led the whole rally, by 
taking only 48.174 sec in a really beauti- 
fully judged run. He finally achieved 
eighth place in the general classification, 
together with victory in the 1,100 c.c. 
class—a very well-earned success. 

Meanwhile, the big question on every- 
one’s lips was—what could Ken Whar- 
ton do? Starting from the Hague, 
as had Mrs. Cooke, Geoff Holt and Jack

Velox of P. G. Walton and J. W. Kirk- 
wood, who started from Glasgow. 
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The victorious Fords : L. to R., J.

Reece - among other British Ford 
entrants, he came two-thirds of the way 
down the list of competitors and con- 
sequently had some idea of the strength 
of the opposition ; also, however, he had 
the nerve-racking waiting period in- 
separable from that advantage. A few 
cars before him came the Healey road- 
ster of H. A. H. Sijthoff, a well-known 
Dutch driver, and he brought the time 
down with a bang to 46.943; and now, 
could Wharton beat it? As the test had 
been kept secret, none of the drivers 
knew what sort of time they could 
achieve until they tried; they might 
consider themselves capable of doing at 
least a couple of seconds better than old 
so-and-so, but it was all a matter of 
guesswork. Ken brought his travel- 
stained buff-coloured car to the line. 
serious and imperturbable as usual, 
keeping the engine revs well above a 
normal tick-over; the flag fell, and he 
was away, round the pylons with a mini- 
mum of fuss and time-wasting slides, 
accelerating up to the top line. His 
reversal was a model, unexcelled during 
the day, and back he came, rocking 
neatly a foot or two either side of the 
second line and then repeating his 
polished pylon pirouette en route for the 
finish. An anxious moment—and the 
time came up— 43.598! 

This really seemed unassailable; but 
there were still one or two serious con-

tenders left. Meanwhile, the next car was 
the black Pilot of Joy Cooke, who had 
already made certain of the Ladies’ 
Prize by being the only competitor elig- 
ible for it with a clean sheet; not con- 
tent with that alone, she put up a swift 
and neat run in 51.487 sec to win in 
addition the trophy for the woman driver 
with fastest time in the test. A car or 
two later came Geoff Holt, who set off 
in his Pilot with great determination, 
but had the misfortune to strip bottom 
gear after his stop-and-reverse act— 
nevertheless, his time was under 50 sec. 
The next car was the Anglia of Jack 
Reece, who had started the day with 
dire apprehension of the powers of 
the various Simcas and Javelins which 
were his chief rivals in the 1,500 c.c. 
class. However, as the day wore 
on and they made either slow times, 
mistakes, or had mechanical troubles, 
Jack’s face once more wore its usual 
smile, which became a grin of triumph 
after he had scored 49,856 and taken 
the lead in Class 2. Actually, the 
Dutch-owned Morgan 4-4 of W. F. 
Verhey van Wijk nearly wiped the grin 
off again later, but its time was 
announced as 49.880—and two classes 
seemed safely in British hands. Kuiper's 
Citroen Six got down to 46.068—good, 
but not quick enough to rival Wharton— 
and almost at the end of the proceedings 
K. S. Barendregt, who had been Gat-

ASSOCIATION WITH INDUSTRY 


ISITORS to the potteries and the black country may 

find it difficult to associate Staffordshire with scenes 

of great natural beauty. Such concentrated hives of 
industry offer little pleasure to the motorist, but there is 
no insuperable difficulty in getting away from them. 
Various by-passes avoid the busiest centres and, once clear 
of the industrial areas, Staffordshire is found to be a county 
of considerable scenic charm. The most attractive dis- 
trict probably lies to the north of the county among the 
foothills of the Peak District, culminating in the far-famed 
Manifold Valley and Dovedale. The latter is shared with 
Derbyshire and most of the dale has to be seen on foot. 

It was a very hot summer morning as we last left New- 
castle-under-Lyme and we appreciated the sunshine roof. 
We of the old car brigade are still occasionally envied by 
the perspiring inmates of ultra-modern models with fixed 
heads! 

Newcastle is the residential area of the potteries and it 
still retains the characteristics of a large market town. 
It was necessary to cross the fringe of the industrial area, 
but it was not long before Etruria, Hanley and Burslem 
were behind and, in front, the surprisingly straight road 
towards Endon and the open country. We halted to see 
the fresco on the Plough Hotel near Endon, the unusual 
feature being that, although two storeys high, it appears 
to have withstood the vagaries of the British climate with 
conspicuous success. 

The drive from Leek to Ashbourne is always enjoyable. 
It is an undulating road, rising at times to over 1,000 feet, 
and there are many extensive views. I turned off the main 
road at the top of the hill some five miles before Ash- 
bourne, and followed a delightful Jane which descended 
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through National Trust property to the Manifold Valley 
at Ilam, a most attractive village with a fine Tudor Hall. 
Cars can penetrate some part of the way up Dovedale. 
The approach is from the Thorpe road near the Izaak 
Walton Hotel, where a very narrow lane follows the 
western bank of the River Dove. The car park is on the 
right-hand side, in a large field, but it is possible to 
drive as far as the famous stepping stones before Sharp- 
low Point. There is room to turn, but parking is pro- 
hibited, hence, if you propose to explore farther into Dove- 
dale on foot, the best plan is to park the car as soon as 
you come to the official car park. 


Through Dovedale 


It is great fun crossing the stepping stones, but if the 
river is in spate there is a footbridge a few yards north 
of the car park. Beyond the stepping stones the path is on 
the eastern side of the river and the three-mile walk to 
Milldale is of great beauty. You will pass within reach 
of such famous attractions as Lovers’ Leap, Tissington 
Spires, the Twelve Apostles, Ilam Rock and the Dove 
Holes. This richly wooded dale, with its cascading stream 
between lush, green banks, is completely unspoilt and one 
of the finest National Trust properties in the country. It 
is apt to. be very crowded at week-ends and during ‘the 
holiday season so a weekday visit is well rewarded. If 
you are feeling energetic, the steep cone of Thorpe Cloud 
will encourage your hill-climbing activities, but some of 
the rough tracks up this hill are a bit too steep to be 
comfortable. 

The end of the walk is at Milldale, where is the well-

known Viator Bridge, a narrow and graceful packhorse 
bridge. If you have come as far as this on your own it 
will be necessary to return on foot all the way to the car 
park, but if you are fortunate enough to have brought a 
spare driver the car can be brought round to pick you 
up at Milldale, a convenient place for the next stage of the 
journey. It was my intention to see if it was possible 
to travel by car from Wetton to Wetton Mill, a journey 
which does not seem very advisable from a study of maps of 
this lovely part of the Manifold Valley. After descending 
a very steep, winding hill of the 1 in 5 variety and arriving 
at the bottom of the valley, the petrol pump gave out! 
Civilization was ultimately reached late that night, and 
the tour resumed after a new petrol pump had been 
acquired. 

We came to Longnor, a quiet, grey village, very peace- 
ful and unassuming, and then set forth in search of a 
Quiet Woman at Earl Sterndale. The Earl Sterndale ex- 
ample turned out to be a cosy village inn. Its intrigu- 
ing name is shown on a sign dépicting a headless lady seen 
beneath the words Soft words turneth away wrath. This

good lady even forgoes tucking a head underneath her 
arm. . 

After a long moorland climb rising to a height of over 
1,500 feet, we joined the Buxton-Leek road and descended 
towards the quite’ extraordinary conglomeration of pin- 
nacles called Ramshaw Rocks. These strange tors of mill- 
stone grit, which might be said to look like a petrified 
hedgehog, are an astonishing sight. The descent to Upper 
Hulme is long and steep. It is a dangerous hill and was 
indirectly responsible for my first visit to the Roaches a year 


‘or two ago. On that occasion I reached the dangerous lower 


corner of the hill only to find the road blocked by an over- 
turned Army lorry which had somersaulted down the hill. 
By some miracle no one was killed, but the road was com- 
pletely blocked and I thus attempted the narrow byway to 
the Roaches, using this route as a by-pass. The Roaches 
may be described as a range of rocks whose summits, com- 
prising the Five Clouds, reach 1,500 feet. At the head of 
this rocky procession there is a still more remarkable bas- 
tion rejoicing in the queer name of Hen Cloud. Excellent 
views of these rather eerie peaks may be obtained from 
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the track to Rushton which winds along the western front 
of the Roaches. The word “‘track’’ is used advisedly. 
The road is good at first, although narrow, but it sud- 
denly degenerates into a sandy and very rough cart-track, 
so narrow that wide cars will find it delicate going. But 
there is a through route and I found it slightly less difficult 
when recently following the tour described. The circular 
route was coficluded with another visit to the wooded 
beauty of Rudyard Lake, followed by the picturesque road 
to Rushton and Congleton. The return to Newcastle- 
under-Lyme gave another opportunity to visit Astbury 
Church and the Elizabethan splendour of Little Moreton 
Hall. Once you have followed this complete tour in fine 
weather you cannot fail to have acquired a greatly en- 
hanced respect for Staffordshire scenery.

A UNIQUE testing institution for car 
paints and finishes has been estab- 
lished by the American General Motors 
company. Located at Miami, Florida, 
it is called the Miami Test Field, and is 
operated by G.M., research laboratories, 
general chemistry department, being 
used chiefly for tests of both processes 
and materials—paints, finishes, lamps, 
plastics, rubber, plated specimens, acces- 
sories, fabrics, and so on to determine 
what climatic conditions cause failures 
or weathering. Miami was selected be- 
cause of its uniform year-round climate. 
This field is fitted with unusual in- 
struments, some developed in the Detroit 
laboratories. The Smithsonian Institu- 
tion, of Washington, D.C., collaborates 
with the General Motors field staff in 
collecting and compiling weather data. 
There are the Epply Pyrheliometer,

which records the amount and intensity 
of sunlight; the Dewmeter; the Coelo- 
stat, a mirror that follows the sun in its 
orbit and reflects through an opening in 
the building where automatic recordings 
are made, and the Photovolt Glossmeter, 
which measures variations in the lustre of 
finishes. 

Near Farmington, Michigan, another 
test set-up exposes samples of paint 
finishes to the vagaries of Michigan 
weather, which can be rude and con- 
trasting as compared with Miami’s tepid 
atmosphere. 

One of the main headaches is salt. 
Motorists who inhabit seashore regions 
are occasionally dismayed at the fading 
gloss of their finishes. In the research 
laboratories of General Motors a salt 
spray is used to measure the corrosive 
effects of salt in the atmosphere.

FOURTEEN OF THE BEST 


EFORE I began talking of sports 
cars as a regular part of my liveli- 
hood I had always hear-heared Dr. 

Johnson’s ‘‘No man but a blockhead 
ever wrote, except for money,’’ but now 
I am not so sure. For me, ransacking 
famous high-performance cars with their 
owners’ collaboration, and perhaps tak- 
ing them down the ‘‘pike’’ a_ few 
parishes, makes even a good whist drive 
seem tame. 

Initials D. M. (that’s me) -have footed 
fourteen out of the eighteen T.O.S.C. 
pieces published since November, 1948, 
when, following a summer lay-off, the 
feature got back into working order. 
And it is with the cars forming this par- 
ticular sub-series that I am concerned 
here. 

Significantly, all but two of the four- 
teen were of pre-war origin. The excep- 
tions : Ecurie Belge’s 2-litre Veritas, Eric 
Thompson’s Le Mans H.R.G.; and note 
(a) that the Veritas is derived from and 
closely resembles (except outwardly) the 
pre-war Type 328 B.M.W., and (b) that 
the H.R.G. chassis design is basically 
unchanged from the ‘thirties. 

The inferences, of course, are obvious. 
Few new British sports car designs have 
come along since Hitler folded, and, at 
a guess, a larger proportion of Britain’s 
sports car output—as compared with be- 
roofed and beradioed merchandise—has 
gone abroad. Thus, though many sports 
cars named Desire have flowed from the 
Healey, Allard and Jaguar shops in 
recent times, it hasn't been easy to pin 
examples down. Moreover, it is of the 
essence of T.O.S.C. that vehicles re- 
viewed should have history back of 
them, and it takes miles to make history, 
and it takes petrol to make miles. For 
this particular feature, given a straight 
choice between, say, the famous Finch- 
Hurn G6 Amilcar, dating back twenty- 
four years, and a J-type Allard delivered 
since the ‘49 Show, I should be. drawn 
to the former. Partly, but only partly, 
sentiment explains such a preference, for 
any psycholpgical dabbler will tell you 
that we ascribe special glamour to 
things belonging to the era in which we 













were golden boys with wavy hair and 
non-detachable teeth. The other bit of 
the explanation is this: The post-war 
generation of sportive motorists, if they 
have the intelligence I give them credit 
for, will go through life with a gap in 
their education unless somebody tells 
them what a G6 Amilcar is, and what it 
has done, and why it is faster than any 
production eleven-hundred built today ; 
whereas any moment now, I imagine, the 
official Road Test chaps will burst upon 
the world with minutely detailed data 
on the Allard. To look at it any other 
way would be as illogical as starting the 
history of England with load-shedding. 

If it brought no other rewards, the 
round of T.0.S.C. would be worth the 
tyre wear for the lovely craftsmanship 
it brings to light. When the craftsmen 
of every other calling have been gathered 
to their ancestors in plastic coffins, be- 
neath die-pressed headstones, men of the 
calibre of Lionel Leonard will still spend 
patient hours putting a diamond finish 
on a Magnette’s octogenarian valve 
ports, latter-day Raymond Ways will 
still drill and abrade elusive penny- 
weights off age-mellowed 328 B.M.W.s, 
1980-model Mike Olivers will burn the 
midnight amp to conjure yet more 


prod from heirloom 35B Bugattis. To 



























men like these, perfection is attainable 
because they won’t settle for anything 
else. If a bright steel axle beam 
becomes rust-pocked it doesn’t matter 
whether it takes hours or days or weeks 
to get down to.the level of the deepest 
pit—get there they will. 

And another thought for today: Out 
of the fourteen cars dossiered, only three 
—the Way B.M.W., the Belge Veritas 
and the Jason-Henry Delahaye—have 
independent suspension. All three, of 
course, are of Continental origin. This 
doesn’t actually prove anything at all, 
it being merely fortuitous that The 
Fourteen didn’t include pre-war inde- 
pendently suspended Britishers like the 
Morgan 4—4, Speed Twenty Alvis, Ata- 
lanta and such, but it does underline the 
fact that at a time when Bugatti was the 
only trans-Channel sports car construc- 
tor still with a beam between his front 
hubs, i.f.s. remained the exception over 
here. I sometimes doubt whether that 
vociferous minority, the Vintagents, 
fully appreciate their influence on the 
march of progress. One canon of their 
gospel—not, of course, expressed in so 
many words—has always been that it is 
effete for wheels to hop up and down to 
speak of, relative to chassis, with the 
result that the only time you get a flat

ride in the typical vintage automobile is 
when it is an inch or two above the 
ground. 

All right; them’s hard words, but it 
isn’t only cowardice which makes me 
add, first, that for character and indi- 
viduality the typical vintage car still is 
out on its own, and second that, as a 
purely personal opinion, two non-i.f.s. 
British sports cars in current production 
are as fast round corners as, if not faster 
than, any independent rival. No names, 
no oakum-picking. 

Broadly speaking, there are two 
methods of achieving faster-than-standard 
road performance. The cheapest, usually 
the simplest, and easily the most 
common, of course, is to start off with 
something reasonably stock and then set 
about getting weight off and power on. 
Method No. 2, exemplified among The 
Fourteen by Ian Metcalfe’s 8-litre 
Bentley (formerly the Barnato Hassan) 
and Geoffrey Barnard’s 2.9 Alfa (née 
Monoposto), is to begin with a racing 
car and add silencing, climate-foiling, 
beam-casting, engine-starting and hoot- 
giving accoutrements. As to which of 
the two approaches one adopts, that can 
be a matter only of individual taste and 
financial means, but I must say that 
with memories of the Metcalfe and 
Barnard cars for daydream-fodder, I am 
personally much attracted to the latter. 
I think if I were England’s Briggs Cun- 
ningham I should buy me John Cobb's 
Napier Railton, holder of the Brooklands 
outer circuit lap record—it was offered 
for sale recently—convert it for road use 
and install a still for extracting alcohol 
from a garden of weeds. 

But just think of it—that Alfa of 
Barnard’s, on which the late Dick Shut- 
tleworth once held the Brooklands Moun- 
tain Championship at 78.2 m.p.h., 
weighs about a ton dry and develops 
roughly 200 b.h.p. And then the Bent- 
ley, Colossus of Roads for short: here 
the-weight is near enough a ton and a 
half... We had better be careful about 
the output because this is controversial 
ground; Ian puts it at 268 on Pool, so 
even if that estimate were optimistic bv 
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forty horse you could reckon on seeing 
off the average autocycle. 

Parenthetically, some students insist 
that what emerges from such a conver- 
sion as this is not a sports car at all, 
and therefore that it has no place in 
T.O.S.C. To me, this smacks of split- 
ting designative hairs, for if the 8-litre 
Bentley, for example, is not now a sports 
car, what for goodness sake is it? Sig- 
nificant that A.G.A.C.I. organizers of the 
Paris 12-hours sports car race at 
Montlhéry let it by. 

If T.O.S.C. has strétched a point any- 
where in recent times it was in regard to 
Ken Wharton's trials special, which 
would be about as suitable for any form 
of speed contest as cheese is for break- 
fast; and for that there is no one to 
blame but D. M., who wrote the piece. 
But one may argue that the point was 
stretched in a good canse, because the 
modern trials car is harder to pigeon- 
hole than the duck-billed platypus. At 
the outside edge of speciousness it might 
be claimed that a car constructed solely 
for sport is a sports ear. 


Fascinators 


As subjects for study and admiration, 
two completely contrasting types of 
vehicle, both well represented in The 
Fourteen, vie with each other for tops 
in sheer fascination. On the one hand 
we have the got-up-regardless school— 
see earlier comments on the Metcalfe and 
Barnard properties—and on the other the 
sort of machine that cost relatively little 
years ago and owes its present-day 
prowess to its owner’s single-handed 
ministrations and ingenuity. In the latter 
category, Frank Morrish’s Boulogne 
Frazer-Nash, dealt with in the March 18 
issue last year, was a stand-out. They 
don’t call this rawboned old ’Nash ‘‘The 
Zombie ’’ for nothing, because before its 
purchase by Morrish it had _ rusted 


untended without a roof to its head for 
over seven years. Since the present 
owner bought it in 1945 it has won 
countless trials and sprint awards in com- 
petition with stuff more than two 
decades younger, its greatest day, 
probably, ore. September 3, 1949, when 
it gambouncelled over the standing kilo- 
metre at Brighton in an astonishing 
36.58 sec, winning the 1}-litre sports 
class outright. 


For quite another set of reasons, one 
of the most interesting cars in The Four- 
teen series was Ecurie Belge’s aero- 
dynamic Veritas, powered by a roller- 


bearing version of the famous 328 
B.M.W. engine, giving 135 b.h.p. on an 
8.9 to 1 compression ratio. Depending 
on . circumstances, your professional 
T.O.S.C. compiler sometimes does and 
sometimes doesn’t actually sample the 
wares. In this case he did, but with no 
hope, over the terrain available, of 
checking Emile Cornet’s claim that the 
car has a maximum on the busy side of 
130 m.p.h. 

If one were able to line up The Four- 
teen in a row and ask ten random- 
picked readers to point to the one repre- 
senting the peak of modernity in design, 
all but the egregious Reader Popesgrove 
would instantly pick on the Veritas. And 
Popesgrove, of course, would be right, 
for so far as sports car racing is con- 
cerned, squashed-toad form, impressive 
though it looks to an impressionable eye, 
is already on its way out. Not many of 
The Autocar’s contemporary customers 
will remember it, but the fashion really 
started in the early ‘twenties, when 
Chenard Walcker fielded a team of toad- 
mobiles at Le Mans. The cult of the 
open-bodied aerodynamic sports-racing 
car reached its heyday in the mid-to-late 
’thirties, when Bugatti’s 3.3-litre cars of 
that shape swept a great deal: before 
them, but considerations of weight and 
brake cooling have since brought second 
thoughts to the subject, and it won’t be 
long now, I fancy, before every serious 
Le Mans and Spa contender (renn- 
limousins apart) looks pretty much like 
the 3-litre Delage on which Henri 
Louveau and partners did the second- 
greatest distance in both the great 
twenty-four hour races last year: narrow 
and light of body, that is to say, and 
with gales of fresh air around ao

Another example of individual 
craftsmanship is the stage by stage 
inspection throughout the production 
sequence.

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WITH A 
CAR ON 
GUERNSEY

250 MILES OF MAIN AND SECONDARY ROADS AND CONSIDERABLE MOTOR TRAFFIC 


HERE are two approaches to the island of Guernsey 

and, given the right weather conditions, either may 

be a thing of beauty and a joy for ever. If one flies 
down the Channel the sun is seen reflected from the thou- 
sands of glasshouses and from the breakers in the blue 
sea beneath. This brightness is enhanced by the green 
fields and red-roofed houses which stud the glittering 
surface. 

From the sea, too, approach on a fine morning is an 
experience. As the mailboat nears the spacious harbour 
of St. Peter Port, the sun rising behind the islands 
of Sark, Herm and Jethou to the eastward, sparkles with 
a red glow upon the windows of the houses, built in tiers 
near the water’s edge, to the crest of the steep hill over 
the slope of which the ancient town straggles its incon- 
sequent way. 

Inevitably the visitor senses the atmosphere that still 
lingers along this quaint shore and recalls the palmy days 
of less than two centuries ago, when the islanders lived 
and thrived exceedingly well upon the proceeds of ‘‘ free 
trade.”’ 

No “ spivs’’ were these hardy fishermen-cum-privateers, 
however, though they sold their wares upon the ‘‘ black 
market.’’ On the contrary, they were proud of their pro- 
fession and of the fast vessels they built to ply it, and 
they followed openly the trade which the Royal Court of 
the island defended as an ancient right, even to the point 
of refusing ‘_H.M, Customs and Excise permission to 
establish an office on the island for the prevention of smug- 
gling into England. 

This refusal was no mere formality, and from 1666 to 
1805 successive attempts by the Customs were appealed 
against by the islanders to H.M. Privy Council, and 
on each occasion their petition was upheld. It is strange 
today to realize that even on the occasion, in 1805, when 
the final blow was inflicted on this strange form of indus- 
try, it was only by a majority of 19 to 6 votes. Among 


those who supported the islanders’ claim to immunity was 
H.R.H. the Duke of Clarence, who afterwards became King 
William IV. 

All this is past, and no longer do the fast sailing ships 
with their cargoes of ‘‘ brandy for the parson and baccy 


for the clerk’’ leave in convoys, of which one ship would 
sail bravely into Plymouth, Weymouth or Southampton 
under the eye of H.M. Customs while the rest unloaded 
at less conspicuous places along the south coast. 

Instead, an equally valuable, though more prosaic, traffic 
may be seen on any day throughout the summer when the 
dockside is lined with lorries waiting their turn to ship the 
cargo of tomatoes of which over seven million wooden 
baskets of 12 lb each are sent from Guernsey's glasshouses 
every year. There are more than 2,000 of these tomato 
growers on the island, and the area covered by their 
property is over 1} million square feet of glass, or approxi- 
mately goo acres, which is nearly one-sixteenth of the whole 
surface of the island. 


Cars for Transport 


Visitors who may wonder how these growers and the 
other 40,000 inhabitants get about without any railways 
will know the answer when they see the motor traffic on 
Guernsey’s roads. 

When the Germans surrendered after nearly five years 
occupation during the war, they left only some 150 motor 
vehicles behind ; all the others had been shipped to the 
Continent. Today there are 3,725 private cars, 1,576 
commercial vehicles, 99 buses, and more than 1,200 motor 
cycles licensed on Guernsey, practically all of which were 
bought during the period of rehabilitation while the island 
was on export terms. 

There are, in addition, 19,000 bicycles on which the 
owners pay a local tax of 2s 6d annually towards their 
share of the upkeep of the roads. 

Another surprise awaits the stranger who thinks that if 
one can drive a car round the 30-mile coastline in an hour 
there cannot be enough roads to make motoring worth 
while. Guernsey’s surfaced roadways alone amount to 
over 100 miles of first class and a further 150 miles of 
secondary thoroughfares, and it is estimated that still an- 
other 250 miles of lanes, byways and paths exist over most 
of which motor traffic is possible. 

This maze of roads will take the motorist much longer 
to explore than he expects and will lead through every 
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form o: scenery, from the sandy, low-lying dunes of the 
island’s northern extremity, where the golf links are 
situated, to the deep, sudden gorges, thickly clad with 
bracken, gorse and pine, which are characteristic of the 
more verdant southern plateau, over 300ft above sea level. 

The majority of these thoroughfares began centuries ago 
as footpaths made by farmers tending their cattle, and 
these inconsequential winding ways are part of the charm 
of the island. Three main thoroughfares which radiate 
from St. Peter Port to the farthest corners of the island 
were laid, however, by the military under Sir John Doyle 
during the threat of Napoleonic invasion. In the 1939- 
45 war the Germans introduced tanks, caterpillar tractors 
and other heavy transport to Guernsey and consequently 
knocked off many Corners, but there are still sufficient left 
to make driving on some of the island roads a pleasurable 
experience. 


Maritime Roads 


There is a charm in following these winding lanes and 
byways without any set objective, and secure in the know- 
ledge that all roads on Guernsey lead eventually to the sea. 
It is surprising how seldom such an adventurer meets 
obstructing traffic, and even though he may have to follow 
patiently in the wake of a herd of the famous local breed 
of cows being led to water, there is usually a convenient 
gateway into which it will be found that oncoming traffic 
will back. Island drivers have a reputation for courtesy of 
which they are proud. 

Despite the number of cars already on Guernsey there 
is always room for more, and visitors who bring their own 
will find every accommodation for service and garaging. 
Both the R.A.C. and A.A. are represented and it is advis- 
able to leave the shipment and return of the car to either 
of these bodies. An International Travelling and Driving 
Permit will be necessary, and Customs clearance will, of 
course, be obtained before leaving England, to ensure the

car’s re-entry. Freight charges on any 8 h.p. and most 
10 h.p. cars are £6 14s 4d each way, the rates being assessed 
on wheelbase. A G.B. plate is also needed. 

No petrol may be carried in the tank on board the 
steamer, but the local representative of the body concerned 
will supply this need on arrival, and will also see the 
traveller through the local Customs, which are distinct from 
those in England. Visiting cars are allowed a ration similar 
to that of the U.K. (but without a destination allowance) 
for which application must be made to the island Essential 

*Commodities Committee. Self-drive cars may be hired at 
from {10 10s per week, for which the petrol allowance is 
six gallons. 

Driving on the island is on the left of the road as in 
England, but there are local regulations which are strictly 
enforced. Crossing the white line found at most corners, 
even with a clear road, will render a driver liable to a fine 
in the island Police Court, as will passage at more than 
four miles per hour across the yellow warning lines placed 
1oft before the exit from a minor road on to a first-class 
or main thoroughfare. é; 

In the town of St. Peter Port are a number of pedestrian 
crossings on which the public have priority, at present un- 
controlled, and the motorist must wait patiently until a 
genuine gap in the procession occurs before venturing 
across, as any form of intimidation by hooter or otherwise 
is frowned upon. There are also a number of one-way 
streets in this town, but the wise motorist will not venture 
to drive through their narrow, winding length until he is 
well acquainted with island habits and customs, such as 
preference for the roadway to the footpath for prolonged 
discussfons or family reunions. 

Finally, despite the efforts of the island Police Com- 
mittee, who have always been the traffic-controlling 
authority, the States, or local parliament, has rejected 
the principle of a speed limit except in certain areas, but 
a charge of driving to the danger of the public still gives 
wide control. 
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THE BUDGET 

The Truth About French Costs 

[62650.]—It appears to be the prerogative of Cabinet 
Ministers to indulge in half-truths. When the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer told the House that in France petrol cost about 
48 4d per gallon the obvious inference was ‘‘ how much better 
off are motorists in this country.’’ He should have added, in 
complete honesty, that in France all motor taxes are bound 
up with the price of petrol. There is no horse-power tax. 
There is nothing equivalent to the British anomaly of taxing 
an old and high-powered car an annual amount which is some- 
times 20 to 25 per cent of its market value. 

Petrol rationing has been abolished. There is no purchase 
tax. There is no annual tax on driving licences. Thousands 
of light motor cycles pay no taxes of any kind. Had these 
facts been revealed, the public would have realized that, com- 
pared with its neighbours, it was not being let off lightly with 
petrol at 3s per gallon. W. F. BRADLEY.

Increased Petrol Ration? 

[62651.]—Cursory reading of the Budget Speech might give 
the impression that the Chancellor had proposed some sub- 
stantial increase in the petrol ration. Closer examination 
shows, however, that this is, of course, not the case. 

The proposals are that from June 1 the petrol ration will be 
at the rate of 180 miles per month. This, it will be remem- 
bered, was the basic ration from June to August, 1949, in- 
clusive. The Chancellor’s proposals, therefore, mean that until 
the end of August the basic petrol ration is to remain the same 
for 1950 as it was for 1949. 

Nothing is more dangerous to the interests of the motorist 
than that the impression should gain ground that an increase 
in the petrol ration has been granted when, in point of fact, 
the ration is to remain unchanged. This impression would 
mean that the motorist is granted a ‘‘ concession ’’ in the main- 
tenance of the present ration. 

The Chancellor’s proposals appear to indicate that the ration 
of 180 miles per month will be maintained after August. This 
is the only increase contained in the proposals. This means 
that for the four remaining months the basic petrol ration will 
be increased by 90 miles per month, or a total of 360 miles’ 
additional motoring for the whole of 1950. 

This is the whole ‘‘concession’’ ! This is the sum total of 
the increase in the basic ration! E. M. WAGNER.

The Problem of -Goods Traffic 


[62659.]—The sense of the remarks in your leading article 
(April 7) will be endorsed by the great majority of motorists. 
It is, however, weakening your case to overstate it unreason- 
ably. In considering that your two quotations mean one and 
the same thing, you underrate the magnitude of the problem 
facing Sir Cyril Hurcomb, and my recollection is that there 
was a context to the B.R. solicitor’s remarks which con- 
siderably moderated the dictatorial tenor of the words quoted. 

Speaking purely as a motorist whose business involves occa- 
sional journeys on the main roads radiating out of London, one 
is inevitably struck by the amount of long-distance main road 
traffic which, from the private motorists’ point of view, is an 
obstruction to rapid cruising. For example, my pet night- 
mare is the road from Gloucester to Chepstow on the route to 
South Wales. 

Without doubt, the solution propounded by your journal 
would be to make the roads adequate, but whatever shade of 
government we have, it must be admitted that to hope for any

effective development in this direction under ten years is a 
pipe-dream, and yet the nation owns perfectly adequate routes 
in the form of railways. 

Supposing it were possible to give the ccnsignor of goods 
traffic as good a service as he now gets, at the same price, and 
at the same time save petrol, reduce the amount of slow heavy 
traffic on the road, and reduce also the deficit on the rail- 
ways, surely not even you would allow anti-nationalization 
bias to prevent your saying it would be a good thing. But of 
course all the above conditions must be met. 

Apart from cost the two great merits of road transport are 
that goods are sent from door to door, and that cross-country 
journeys are independent of time-table and shunting complica- 
tions. If, however, it were possible, without touching the 
loads, to plant them container-fashion on trains travelling at 
express speeds down the main radial and cross-country routes, 
having lorries and drivers ready, briefed in advance at the 
main distributing points, to run the loads to their destinations, 
it might be achieved. - 

The first requirement is a container which can be shifted 
from lorry to truck and back in a matter of seconds. Next, a 
frequent service of “‘ fitted’’ trains running at genuine express 
speeds down the main lines calling at only the main industrial 
centres, and thirdly a rigid refusal to try to use this service for 
any cross-country journeys involving the shunting of trucks. 

Thus, the London (for example) control would divert to 
railway reception points all lorries with loads conforming to 
railway loading gauges for destinations more than 100 miles 
distant for points within 35 miles of the stopping places. With 
frequent trains and slick handling all loads should be on 
trains very rapidly and within a few minutes of despatch 
facsimile documents would be transmitted to each stopping 
place, thus enabling crews and lorries to be ready for the train’s 
arrival and again within a short time the loads would be en 
route to the consignee’s door. 

This also may be a pipe-dream, but do not lose sight of the 
fact that the taxpayer is financing a heavy loss on the railways, 
and is suffering great inconvenience on the roads. While 
deprecating any suggestion of being forced to adopt an incon- 
venient means of transport for political reasons, let us not 
blind ourselves to a problem which, nationalization or no, is 
of very serious concern to every single taxpaying citizen.

LOCKING BRAKES

SPEED v. CONSUMPTION 
Mr. B. Houlding Replies to a Critic 


[62665.]|—From his letter [62559] it would appear that Mr. 
R. S, Peach has allowed himself to get more out of touch with 
present-day conditions than one would expect. 

With due respect and humility, let me bring Mr. Peach a 
little more up to date with carburation practice. He says 
that the correct size of choke tube for a fixed choke carburettor 
is one which just permits peak performance on the test bed. 
Now five minutes with any carburettor settings list will be 
sufficient to convince Mr. Peach that this is far fro true; as 
an example of what I mean, let me cite the following two 
cases: A very large manufacturer turns out a 2}-litre four- 
cylinder commercial vehicle fitted with a certain make of 
42mm carburettor, which has a 31mm choke tube. The same 
manufacturer also produces a 4-litre six-cylinder commercial 
vehicle which is fitted with a 30mm carburettor with only a 
27mm choke tube. Surely Mr. Peach, knowing what he knows 
about carburation, will not think that if a 31mm choke is 
required to elicit the maximum b.h.p. from the 2}-litre engine 
it is possible to obtain the maximum performance from the 
4-litre engine with only a 27mm choke. 

Personally, I favour the system of tuning a carburettor to

give a certain desirable gas velocity in the venturi, and I am 
horrified to note that the gas velocity through the 31mm choke 
is only 270 ft per sec, while in the 27mm choke, on the bigger 
engine, it is over 450 ft per sec. Whichever way we look at 
this, one of these two settings is undeniably wrong, and I 
would be interested to have Mr. Peach’s comments on the 
disparity. Let me stress that this is not by any means an 
isolated example; there are literally thousands of others just 
as glaring, and if I thought space could be found I would 
submit a few dozen for the information of all concerned. 

In conclusion, I would say that if Mr. Peach thinks it a 
praiseworthy thing that a manufacturer would stop at spending 
“‘even a halfpenny’’ to cure such an abominable fault as 
“‘ dieseling,’’ I certainly do not, and from my correspondence 
recently thousands of others do not. As for this trouble being 
allegedly the result of poor fuel, I would mention that I have 
recently had letters from British car owners in America, where, 
in popular parlance, the petrol is ‘‘ good enough to drink,’’ 
who are having exactly the same trouble, and who are just as 
fed up about it as I am.

Freeing Rubber Bushes

As a_ regulary reader of ‘The

information regarding removal of rear 
springs on my 1938 Morris Ten? The 
difficulty I am having is that I cannot 
move the shackle pin which passes 
through a rubber bush in the springs 
which ave attached to the chassis. This 
pin has apparently ‘‘ grown’’ to the steel 
bush which passes through the rubber, 
there being no lubrication of same. 

Two of us have tried to drive it out 
with a 14 1b hammer, but no luck ; after 
this we made a steel cramp in thick but 
it just opened outwards—have tried oil 
and tried to turn with a spanner, but 
the spanner just flies back, ee

WE suggest you use a fluid rubber 
solvent, which can be obtained 
from any rubber manufacturer or dealer. 
This has the effect of softening the 
rubber, and will permit the pin to be 
freed by twisting. It may, of course, 
be necessary to twist it beyond the 
single movement of a spanner, and a 
socket wrench is the best method of 
achieving this. 


Air Cleaner and 


Performance 

I have a 1947 Singer Nine Roadster, 
the engine of which is fitted with 
an airy cleaner and silencer. I have 


found that the performance of the car 
is very greatly improved by the removal 
of this component, and that its refitting 
causes a very marked “‘ flat spot’’; I 
have thoroughly cleaned it with both 
petrol and ether, without improvement, 
and have finally resorted to the ex- 
pedient of drilling a series of holes in it, 
in order to allow the entry of sufficient 
air, and yet retain some of its silencing 
properties. I would be glad if you 
would advise me as to whether this is 
a normal occurrence, as it seems to me 
to be highly unsatisfactory.

T must be realized that the carbura- 

tion of a car is affected by the fitment 
of an air cleaner. Consequently, the 
carburettor should be adjusted with the 
air cleaner fitted, and, when the cleaner 
is removed, the performance will 
naturally suffer 

It would appear that your car has 
been tuned with the air cleaner removed, 
ind the carburation should be attended 
to accordingly. No great harm, on the 


other hand, should result from running 
the car without the cleaner in this 
country, should you so desire. 


Cooling 


I have just put a Ford Ten engine into 
a Wolseley Hornet (EW) chassis, retain- 
ing the four-speed gear box. Everything 
has gone ‘‘according to plan’’ save the 
fact that the water does not circulate 
fast enough. As I have never gone into 
the details of heat exchanging, as applied 
to cars, what ave the requirements as 
regards head of water, position of engine 
in relation to radiator, and so on? Can 
you recommend a book dealing with this 
subject? I may add that I have retained 


the Wolseley radiator which has a capa- 
city of three 


gallons approximately, the 


Ford Ten having, I believe, half the 
amount, 

The main trouble is that the water does 
not leave the head fast enough to let the 
cold in at the bottom. It seems to stay 
in the head till it boils, but the top tank 
is not unduly hot. I have not fitted a 
fan or pump as I deemed this unneces- 
sary with the extra water carried.

[TS our opinion the Wolseley Hornet 
radiator should be amply capable of 
cooling the engine, provided it is in good 
condition. We suggest that you clean 
the radiator out with one of the pro- 
prietary mixtures available for the pur- 
pose, and also check the position of the 
header tank with relation to the cylinder 
head. There must, of course, be a fairly 
considerable rise between the two to in- 
duce good thermo-syphonic action. There 
is no standard book dealing specifically 
with this problem, although several of 
the better books on automobile engine 
design devote some space to cooling 
systems. 

A fan or water pump should hardly be 
necessary in this case, although, 
naturally, the addition of a pump should 
cure the trouble without really getting 
to its cause. 


Transmission Whine 


My 1939 Austin Ten has sudde nly de- 
veloped a tram-like whine on the shaft. 
At 49,000 miles this is no doubt old age 
But is there a cheap remedy or any alle- 
viation available?

E imagine that the noise referred to 

is from the final drive and in view 
of the age and mileage of your car we 
consider that this must be accepted as 
inevitable. However, it may be that an 
improvement can be effected by means of 
the adjustment provided for the meshing 
of the pinion and crown wheel, but we 
would definitely not recommend you to 
try to make this adjustment yourself. 
It should be entrusted to an Austin 
agent as it calls for experience to make 
the adjustment satisfactorily.

Battery Capacity 


I should like your technical advice 
My 1940 Rover Twelve is fitted with a 
51 ampére-hour 12-volt battery and I am 
not able to get it fully charged. The 
following facts have been verified: 
charging vate correct; cut-out function- 
ing correctly; no short circuit in the 
wiring; all cells of the battery have been 
tested and found to be serviceable; and 
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no loss of charge on standing (this has 
been checked up to two weeks). 

The automatic charging regulator ap- 
pears to be functioning correctly, in that 
after using the starter to any extent the 
charging rate may be as high as 15 amps; 
this rate is gradually reduced to 2 or 3 
amps, although the battery is not fully 
charged. The specific gravity of the 
acid never reaches its correct reading of 
1.250 or thereabouts. 

The only point that has occurred to me 
is that at some stage acid has been lost 
and the battery has subsequently been 
topped up with water only. Is this a

feasible solution, and how can this be 
verified and how best rectified? Or can 
any other suggestions be made?

AVN regard to the data you give, 
we can only say that there is no 
apparent reason why the battery should 
not be fully charged after the car has 
been running for a sufficient time. 

It is extremely probable that the 
specific gravity of the electrolyte is in- 
correct and this could best be dealt with 
by handing the battery over to a battery 
service agent so that he can bring it up 
to full charge and adjust the specific 
gravity of the electrolyte. After that 
you should have no further trouble. As 
the life of a battery lengthens it is fre- 
quently not possible by charging to raise 
the s.g. to the fully charged figure when 
new. 


Clutch Slip 


Could you please help me over the 
slipping clutch in my 1934 Austin Seven? 
I have had it relined and new springs 
fitted twice within a year, but after 
about three to four months’ wear it starts 
slipping again after a long journey.

OU should certainly not be troubled 

with clutch slip to the extent that 
slip occurs after only three or four 
months’ service after relining. Assuming 
that the work of relining and adjustment 
was properly carried out, we can think of 
only two reasons why you should have 
the trouble: (1) That you are in the habit 
of letting your left foot rest on the clutch 
pedal in the manner known as “riding 
the clutch,’’ or, (2) that oil is finding its 
way from the rear main bearing into the 
clutch pit and getting on to the clutch 
surface. As your car is now 16 years 
old, the iatter is a quite probable ex- 
planation and you can check up on it by 
washing out the clutch with a syringe 
and petrol, holding the clutch pedal 
down while doing so. If this effects a 
temporary cure you can be sure that oil 
on the clutch is the trouble and the 
remedy will be new main bearings.

POPULARITY OF THE INTERNATIONAL RALLY: WHAT ABOUT BRITAIN ? 


Y I YHERE is no question that the 
general enthusiasm for the long- 
distance rally, among drivers 

from both this country and abroad, 

has now reached unprecedented pro- 
portions. This year’s Monte Carlo 

Rally, of course, attracted far more 

would-be entrants than could possibly 

be accepted, and the phenomenal suc- 
cess of the Tulip Rally—with almost 

300 starters—lends additional empha- 

sis to this theme. There have also been 

the Sestrieres Rally, the Cannes Rallye 

Soleil and the Ulster A.C.’s Circuit of 

Ireland ; shortly we shall see the Lis- 

bon Rally and the Alpine Trial. 

All this is rather galling to people 
in this country, as the first question 
that is asked of us on the Continent is 
the rather pertinent enquiry as to the 
date of the next big British rally. 
Almost every Continental competitor 
is genuinely anxious to compete in 
such an event, and it really seems to 
me that it is time that a serious effort 
were made to overthrow the many 
considerations which; admittedly, 
make the organization of such an event 
a matter of some difficulty. 

The usual argument put forward 
against such a scheme is, of course, 


that of petrol rationing; but it is my 
firm belief that if sufficient evidence 
could be put forward by the R.A.C. 
of the benefit to the tourist trade that 
would undoubtedly result, the Govern- 
ment could be induced to take a 
favourable view of such a project. The 
other problem is that of shipping 
space ; but it should not be impossible 
to overcome this, by the use of as 
many different routes as possible and 
the charter of special vessels, A con 
siderable amount of the route—I 
should say at least a thousand miles— 
could be run in this country, includ- 
ing sections through Scotland and 
Wales, and an excellent event would 
result. Of course, the wholehearted 
co-operation of the police would be 
essential, even if it did not reach the 
pitch achieved abroad, where compe- 
titors are sometimes encouraged to 
attack the land speed record down the 
village street. 

Reverting for a moment to the Tulip 
Rally ; this was a really gruelling and 
excellently organized show, which now 
has earned its place among the pre 
mier events of this kind. High praise 
is due to the organizing club, 
the Regionale Automobielsport-Club 


R.A.C.-West, together with the 
K.N.A.C. and all the other national 
‘lubs who contributed to its success,

HE success of the first Brands Hatch 

meeting proves that this Kentish 
circuit has come to stay; it possesses the 
immense advantage over the aerodrome 
courses that the general public are really 
able to see what is going on over quite a 
large proportion of its length. Inciden- 
tally, there is an excellent news-reel film 
of the meeting which is going the usual 
round of the cinemas. 

The undoubted superiority of the twin 
o.h.c. Norton power unit in Whitehouse’s 
Cooper emphasizes the fact that the 
speedway J.A.P. engine is gradually 
losing ground, and will intensify the des- 
perate efforts which many people are 
making to beg, borrow or steal a more 


powerful and robust unit. The other 
answer is—as Oswald Short used to say 
—to ‘‘simplicate and add lightness ’’; 


after all, the minimum weight specified in 
Formula III is 440 lb, and I am sure that 
no one has actually got down to this 
figure yet. In this connection, it is inter 
esting to note that Lex Beels, the Dutch 
driver who did so well with a Cooper at
